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-- EL SALVADOR: CHURCHWOMEN - NEW EVIDENCE -- 

CONTEXT: FOLLOWING UP ON REPORTS THAT THE SOME OF THE 
KILLERS WERE PREPARED TO OFFER NEW EVIDENCE OF ORDERS FROM 
HIGHER-UPS TO KILL FOUR AMERICAN RELIGIOUS WORKERS IN 1980, 
EMBASSY SAN SALVADOR PERSUADED THE SALVADORAN GOVERNMENT TO 
ATTEMPT TO REINTERVIEW ALL FIVE CONVICTED FORMER GUARDSMEN. 
ONLY ONE AGREED TO TALK, BUT HE WAS THE ONE WHO CLAIMED TO 
HAVE OVERHEARD HIS SERGEANT ON THE TELEPHONE GETTING ORDERS 
TO KILL THE WOMEN. AN FBI POLYGRAPH CONDUCTED AUGUST 7 
SHOWED CONCLUSIVELY THAT HE WAS LYING. TOLD THE RESULTS OF 
THE POLYGRAPH, THE EX-GUARDSMAN ADMITTED THE STORY WAS A 
FABRICATION DESIGNED TO GAIN ATTENTION FOR HIS PAROLE

Q: WHAT EFFORTS HAVE BEEN MADE TO INVESTIGATE RECENT 
CLAIMS THE EX -GUARDSMEN ACTED ON ORDERS WHEN THEY KILLED 
THE CHURCHWOMEN? 

A: ALTHOUGH THE SALVADORAN ATTORNEY GENERAL CONCLUDED THE 
STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS HAD EXPIRED PREVENTING A NEW, 
OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION, THE SALVADORAN GOVERNMENT AGREED TO 
REINTERVIEW THOSE FORMER GUARDSMEN WILLING TO BE 
REINTERVIEWED. ONLY ONE AGREED TO TALK, BUT HE WAS THE ONE 
WHO CLAIMED TO HAVE OVERHEARD HIS SERGEANT ON THE TELEPHONE 
RECEIVING ORDERS TO KILL THE WOMEN. 

A POLYGRAPHER FROM THE FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 
EXAMINED THIS EX - GUARDSMAN ON AUGUST 7. THE TEST INDICATED 
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WITH 99 PERCENT CERTAINTY THAT THE EX-GUARPSMAN WAS LYING. 
TOLD OF THE RESULTS OF THE POLYGRAPH, THE EX -GUARDSMAN 
ADMITTED HE HAD MADE UP THE STORY OF THE TELEPHONE CALL IN 
ORDER TO CALL ATTENTION TO HIS PAROLE PETITION. OF COURSE, 
THIS DOES NOT SETTLE ONE WAY OR THE OTHER WHETHER THE

Q: WERE THERE ORDERS TO KILL THE WOMEN? 

A: WE DO NOT KNOW. THE HISTORICAL RECORD ON THIS CASE IS 
VOLUMINOUS AND FREELY AVAILABLE VIA THE INTERNET. WE 
REMAIN COMMITTED TO EXAMINING ANY NEW INFORMATION THAT 
MIGHT SETTLE THE QUESTION. 

Q: DID U.S. OFFICIALS ATTEMPT TO COVER-UP THE. INVOLVEMENT 
OF SALVADORAN OFFICERS IN THIS CRIME? 

A: NO. THE VAST QUANTITY OF DOCUMENTS WE HAVE RELEASED 
SHOW THE DEPARTMENT PURSUED THIS CASE AGGRESSIVELY FROM .THE 
OUTSET . 

-- EL SALVADOR: CHURCHWOMEN ' S MURDER --

(A JOURNALIST FROM ONE OF THE VENEZUELAN PAPERS CALLED TO 
SAY THAT CHAVEZ HAS BEEN MAKING STATEMENTS IN SANTO DOMINGO 
REGARDING OUR REFUSAL TO ISSUE A VISA TO HIM. THE 
JOURNALIST INDICATED HE MAY RAISE A QUESTION ABOUT OUR 
POLICY AND A POSSIBLE CHANGE IN LIGHT OF CHAVEZ'S STRENGTH 
IN THE POLLS.) 
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Q: WHAT DOES THE U.S. THINK OF THE CANDIDACY OF HUGO 
CHAVEZ FOR PRESIDENT OF VENEZUELA? 

A: IT IS UP TO THE VENEZUELAN PEOPLE TO DECIDE THEIR NEXT 
PRESIDENT. OUR INTEREST IS THAT THE ELECTIONS ARE FAIR AND 
TRANSPARENT, AND THE NEXT PRESIDENT WILL CONTINUE TO

-- COLOMBIA: ALTERNATIVE DEVELOPMENT -- 

Q: WILL THE U.S. CHANGE ITS STRATEGY IN COLOMBIA AND ADD 
ALTERNATIVE DEVELOPMENT TO ITS TACTICS? 

A: WE ARE PLANNING TO EXPAND OUR LONG TIME 
COUNTERNARCOTICS EFFORTS IN COLOMBIA BY ADDING SUPPORT FOR 
ALTERNATIVE DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS THERE. 

WE BELIEVE THAT ALTERNATIVE DEVELOPMENT IS ESSENTIAL TO

EDUCATION, HEALTH, WATER, LOCAL GOVERNANCE AND THE

ALTERNATIVE DEVELOPMENT HAS PROVED VERY USEFUL UNDER THE
